It was our wiſh to have given a joint anſwer with 
Mr. Venable to your favour of the 5th inſtant concert 
ing the publication of the proceedings in an inquiry 


in which we were jointly engaged with him in 1792, 


- reſpecting an affair between yourſelf and Mr. Rey- 
nolds ; and into which, from the circumſtances attend- 
ing it, we deemed it our duty to inquire. His depar- . 
ture however for Virginia precludes the poſhbility of ſo 
doing at prefent. We nevertheleſs readily give. ſuch 
explanation upon that point as we are now able to 
give; the 22 Papers having been depoſited i in "Oh 
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hands of a reſpectable character in Viewinia. ſoan after 


the tranſaction took place, and where they now are. 


We think proper to obſerve that as we had no agen-, 
cy in or knowledge of the publication of - theſe papers: 
till they appeared, ſo of courſe we could haye none in 
the comments that were made on them. : 

But you particularly wiſh to know what the impreſ. 
ſion was which your explanation of that affair made on 
our minds, in the interview we had with you upon that 
ſubject at your own houſe, as ſtated in the paper No. 5, 
of the publication referred to; and to which we rea- 
dily reply, that the impreſſion we left on your mind 
as ſtated in that number, was that which reſted on 
our own, and. which was that the explanation of | the 
nature of your connection with Reynolds which you 
then gave removed the ſuſpicions we had before enter- 
tained of your being connected with him in ſpeculation.

quiſhing thoſe impreſſions. But I cannot ſay that I do 


— The idea is every way inadmiſſible, that Cling man's 


laſt miſerable contrivance ſhould have had weight to 
ſhake, though not absolutely change the opinion which 
my explanation had produced ; and that having fuch an 
effe& it ſhould have been recorded and preſerved in 


ſecret without the ſlighteſt intimation to me. There 


was a vaſt difference between what might have been 

per before and aſter my explanation; though I am 
not diſpoſed to admit, that the attention which was 
paid to ſach charafters, even before, would have been 
juſtifiable, had it Not been for the notes in _ a 
writing. 

But the ſubject is too diſputing to leave me any 
inclination to prolong this diſcuſſion of it. The pub. 
lic explanation to which I am driven muſt decide; as 
far as public opinion is concerned, between us. Pain- 
ful as the appeal will be in one reſpect, I know that in 
the principal point, it muſt com letely anſwer my 2 5
